A FOREWORD 


We offer no apologies for our cattle. We feel they have proved they 
are practical farm cattle, capable of returning a profit above the cost of 
their keep through good years and bad. Our Shorthorns were the anchor 
that kept us seaworthy during the drought and depression years and they 
have proved our main source of revenue down through the years. 


Our first purebred Shorthorn, a bull, was purchased by Albert Oxton, 
the senior partner, from George Lightall, then of Andover, in December, 
1918. The first purebred cows were purchased in the spring of 1919 from 
Flanagan & Lanning of Selby, S. Dak., and Fred Lee of Britton.
